A deputation of the Bowden 
Board of Trade, including Messrs. 
Huuter. Mortitt and Riley, met the 
Hon. Duncan Marshali on Wod- 
nesday enroute to ,Trochu, ‘and 
while in conversation with him 
succeeded in securing some fur- 
ther valuable information re rural 
telephones, and roads, which, as 
we now stand, know where and 
what we are about, whereas before 
we did not. j

Hon, Duncan Marsball on being 
asked by the Board of Trade offi- 
cials why there had not been more 
rapid progress made on the rural 
telephore lines, replied, that the 
yovernment were short of men. 
They had sent a man fo Regina 
to try and procnre more men, but 
there were none to be found and 
under the circumstances the gov- 
ernment were going to. divide up 
what help they now have, into 
small gangs, then go right ahead 
and plant the poles on all the lines 
In this:‘way, when the frost comes 
on, there will be nothing to stop 
them from going on with the 
rest of the work, including string- 
ing of wires, housing of phones, 
vtec, Furthermore the telephone 
lines will be built as far as Ben 
Whitmore’s and G. Graut’s on the

The above photo shows the new fac tory of the Mooney Co. at Vancouver 
the latest link of the across the continent chain of factories of the Mooney 
Biscuit & Candy C»., Head Office, Stratford, branch factories at Winnipeg 
and Vancouver. The latest factory has been purchased from the H. Smith 
Biscuit Co., of Vancouver, the pioneer biscuit and candy manufacturers of 
the Pacific Coast. This company enjoys a very substantial business, and 
only last year erected a new factory building of steel and cement construc- 
tion which is one of the most modern in the Dominion While the Mooney 
Co. have not divulged the exact amount of the purchase price, it is under- 
stood to be in the neighborhood of $300,000. 


The story of tne organization and progress of the Mooney Biscuit Co. 
reads almost like a tale from the Arabian Nights. Less than eight years 
ago the business was started in a small way in Stratford, Ont. Mr. W. J. 


Mooney the founde:, wno has been and is still: tne President of the Com- 
pany, has been called “the wizard of the biscuit business.” He has had 
for many years some very original ideas regarding the biscuit business, and 
immediately on the organization of his own factory he proceeded to put 
them into operation. One of these was, that factory-made biscuits, if 
fresh, could in a large measure suppiant the home-made article, Cons - 
quentiy, steps wore taken to place tne biscuits on the grocers’ shelves in a 
condition of freshness heretofore unheard of in the biscuit business of Can- 
ada. Goods wie shipped the same day they left the oven, and arrange- 
ments were made for specially fast despatch. The company’s own line of 
private cars was installed to insure s.eanliness, and to avoid delays and 
a strenuous advertising campaign was launched to promote a rapid move- 
ment of the goods after they actually reached the retail merchant. The 
effect of this policy was little short of wonderful. The business devel- 
oped at a rate undreamt of by its founders #nd each succeeding year ne- 
cessitated extensions in factory, until finally a brand new building was 
erected to take care of the rapidly increasing business.

WHAT BRITAIN IS DOINGTO 
MAINTAIN NAVAL SUPREMACY 


Is Building Two or More Ships for Germany’s One in all 
Lines of Naval Construction, the Estimate for! 
1912 Being $225,000,000 


London.—In the debate on the 
naval estimates in the House of Com- 
rons Winston Spencer Churchill, first 
lord of the admiralty, replying to the 

ticismthat he had made inadequate 

visions ‘to meet the menace he had 
described, said: 

We are spending 45,000,000 pounds 
($225,000,000) this year and are going 
to spend more next year. 

We are raising the personnel of 
the navy to 141,150 by 1913 and to 
146,000 in 1914. 

As regards construction Germany 
this year is laying down two new 
battleships and we four. 

Germany is laying down one extra 
and we two. This year Germany is 
Jaying two small cruisers; we are lay- 
ing down eight. 

Germany in the course of the next 
eighteer months is laying down 21 
destroyers, we 43. 

There is no cause for panic or 
alarm, 7 

The Manchester Guardian in an ed- 
itorial disparages what it describes as 
the vicious note of alarm sounded in 
Churchill's speech and urges a con- 
structive police of friendship with 
France. 

As the Guardian is among the 
foremesi Liberal newspapers the art- 
icle attracts wide atention. It goes 
on: “The hope that the colonies will 
extract us from our difficulties seems 


»Heraid, 


wildly out of preportion to the actual 
facts. The colonies for a _ long 
time te come will do well if they can 
make themselves responsible for their 
own naval defence, over which under 
Premier Borden, Canada has gone 
further than any of the others. This 
does not expect actually to lighten 
our burdens. 

Moreover, their ald is conditional 
on a serious change in the Empire's 
constitution which is full of difficul- 
ty. The matter cannot be settled 
by sentimental impulse. Parlia- 
mentary federation {s quite out of 
the question for the present and col- 
onial representation could only come 
by the admission of the colonies to a 


share of executive control. This 
result would mean ‘increased inde- 
pendence of the executive which 


would aggravate the existing evil of 
loss of control of foreign affairs by 
parliament. 

Sydney, N.S.W.—The 
commenting on 
Churchill’s speech says:— 

Since Germany will not yield to 
Britain’s persuasions in the matter 
of curtailing armaments nothing re- 
mains but to continue building with 
the risk that the nation may some 
day elect to fight things to the bitter 
end.

GERMANS BLAME GREAT BRITAIN 


Disclaim Responsibility In the Res- 
pective Navies 


Berlin.—German public opinion is 
neither disturbed nor irritated over 
the recent naval debate in the house 
of commons in London. The press 
generally seems satisfied with Ger- 
many’s comparative positions under 
the new order of things, and praises 
the speech of Winston Spencer 
Churchill, first lord of the admiralty, 
as frank without the usual provoca- 
tiveness. 

It criticizes, however, the attempt 
to throw the responsibility for increas- 
ed armaments on Germany. 

The Vorrsiche Zeitung, in comment- 
ing on the subjects, points out that 
the increase in the German fleet was 
due to the tone of the British states- 
men during the Morocco crisis which 
compelied every German to regard an 
increase in the German fleet as a 
commandment of self preservation. 
The Vorrsiche Zeitung takes up 
Arthur J. Balfour’s phrase in which 
he referred to senseless competition 
in shipbuilding, and asks: 

Who is responsible? It was not 
Germany that invented dreadnoughts, 
wuper-dreadnoughts and submarines. 

A responsible official corroborated 
the standpoint of the press, and as- 
serted unequivocally that the speech 
delivered by David Lloyd-George, 
chancellor of the exchequer, at the 
Mansion House, London, in 1911, was 
the direct and sole cause of the Ger- 
man naval bill. 


GEORGE SERLES NEW INSPECTOR 


Succeeds Commissioner F. E. Gibbs 
as Chief Grain Inspector 

Winnipeg.—By a recent order-in- 
council upon the recommendation of 
the grain growers, George Serles, of 
Winnipeg, has been appointed acting 
inspector of the western division— 
all Canada lying west of and including 
Fort Wiliam and Port Arthur. 

This is the territory in which Mr. 
F. E. Gibbs was chief inspector but 
upon .Mr, Gibbs’ promotion to be 
one of the Commissioners under the 
Canada Grain Act of 1912 and his 
resignation of the inspectorship, a 
new inspector was required and the 
position has been given to Mr. Serles. 

The new appointee had been for 
many years identified with the grain 
trade. 


RUSH FROM OLD COUNTRY 


Steamship Agents Advised to Stop 

Booking Passengers to Canada 

Mortreal.—-The Herald says: Stop 
booking passengers west bound from 
England until further notice. This 
is a cable just received by the agents 
of the Canadian Northern steamship 
agents. ‘The rust. homeward of Can- 
adians and Americans has began and 
will be on in earnest next month. All 
vessels of the leading lines due to sail 
for the next few weeks from British 
ports for Montreal and New York are 
booked up to the limit. Many pas- 
sengers who did not buy return :tick- 
ets when they left here now find they 
cannot buy first or second class ac- 
commodation.

PICTURES ACROSS ATLANTIC 


Invention Claims a Faster and a Vast- 
ly Improved System 
London.—Wireless messages will 
be sent across the Atlantic and to 
other parts. of the world by a new 
system, according to experts within 
four months, not only much faster 
than by the present system but also 
with such precision that it will be 
possible to send pictures by this 

means. 

The new system has been taken up 
by one of the big European telegraph 
companies and will be given a thor- 
ough test by a syndicate organized 
under the auspices of the telegraph: 
company, so far as the transmission 
of wireless messages is concerned, ' 

Statiens are to be erected at Lyons 
in France and at Washington and the 
inventor claims that he will be able 
to sen at the rate of 200 words a 
minute. 

The improvement consists in being 
able to control a continuous wave as 
compared with the intermittent waves 
in the present system. 

After the France-American line is 
working the company intends to ex- 
tend the system to the east, to Africa 
and to the British colonies. The 
British government thas investigated 
it, but it is apparently satisfied as it

FRENCH FOR WEST 


Exodus from Quebec Province Grow- 
ing Stronger Every Year, Say 
Railway Men 

Montreal.—A large number of peor | 
ple are leaving for the West on the! 
excursion for homeseekers. 

It is noticed that the percentage of 
French-Canadians is stronger than 
usual. It was stated by officials at 
the Windsor station ‘that the exodus 
of Frencli-Canadians for the Western 
provinces is growing stronger every 
year, 

‘Yhere were fully 150 men in a 
party pathered from Montreal and 
Quebec and from intermediate dis- 
tricts 

Most of them were bound for places 
in Saskatchewan and Alberta, and 
their tickets were good for four 
months, giving them ample time to 
work in the West during the harvest 
season and have a look around to 
see if they could find places where 
they would like to Settle. 

Most of the men were accompanied 
by their wives and children and said 
that they were going to pick out 
land on which to establish homes in 
the new country. 

Abcut half of the party was com- 
posed of French-Canadians from this 
province, most of whom had wives 
aid good-sized familles with them, 
as well as good supplies of money to 
tide them over until they had chosen 
their future homes. 

That the immigrant season is now 
in full swing was shown at the Wind- 
sor station when the big platforms 
were crowded with people, most of 
wuom spoke with a strong Scottish 
accent, There were 200 immigrants 
from the Cassandra, about 100 from 
the Granada and 150 from the Pre 
torias. The whole party was col- 
lected into one and sent on a second 
sectior. of the Imperial Limited. The 
majority of the immigrants were 
Ssoctish and most of them bound for 
Alverta or Saskatchewan. They 
were of a good class and well sup- 
plied with money.

IN SHEEP INDUSTRY 


Hon. Martin Burrell, Minister of 
Agriculture, Is Taking Active Steps 


Ottawa.—Hon. Martin Burrell is 
leaving no stone unturned in his ef- 
forts to stimulate the Canadian sheep 
industry which has in recent years 
been on the wane, R. H. Harding, 
of Thornballe, Ont., one of the best 
known authorities in the Dominion on 
sheep breeding, and a member of the 
Sheep Breeders’ Association, has con- 
sented to-act for the department of 
agriculture in purchasing thorough- 
bred stock. The thoroughbreds, 
»nhumbering three orfour hundred, will 
be chosen from the best Ontario 
flocks. Acting Live Stock Commis- 
sioner H.-S. Arkell has returned 
from a tour of the “aaritime provinces. 
He has been studying the sheep in- 
dustry there, and finds an awakened 
interect among the farmers. A spec- 
ial commissioner {is studying at the 
present time the sheep industry in 
western Canada. 


Poor Baking Powder 


Ottawa.—That of a number of dif- 
ferent samples of baking powder ex- 
amined, almost twenty-five per cent. 
were below standard strength, is the 
conclusion to be drawn from an inter- 
e-ting bulletin on baking powders in 
Canadc, issued by the department an- 
alyst. A total of 150 samples of 
powders were examined, this being 
the feurth time this has been done. 
and tre examination being conducted 
with a view to discoVering the pow- 
ders’ efficiency as a gas producer for 
baking purposes and the wholesome- 
ness of the material from which It 
was made. Some of the powders 
were fcund to contain alum, concern- 
ing the wholesomeness of which a 
board of scientists is now adjudicating 
in Washington. From the point of 
view of effectiveness, it was found, as 
stated, that 45 out of 150 samples. 
almost 25 per cent were below stand- 
ard, 


Goes to Maritime Province 


Ottawa.—Hon. Martin Burrill, 
minister of agriculture, leaves next 
month on an official visit to the mar- 
itime provinces. While there he 
will vivit the experimental stations 
and will confer with leading eastern 
agriculturists in regard to existing 
conditions on the farms. Cc. 0, 
James, who -was entrusted with the 
task of working out a basis for the 
proposed federal aid to the provinces 
in the interests of agriculture, ts ex- 
pected back in Ottawa early in Aug- 
ust, when he will report progress on 
his investigations to date. 


“ECONOMY” SLOGAN OF SENATE 

Washington.—Democrats of the 
House ‘n caucus voted 70 to 62, not to 
recede from their “no battleship” pro- 
gramme in the naval appropriation 
bill.

Half Milllon Americans Each Year 


Calgary, Alta.—An influx of not 
less than half a million Americans 
per annum into Canada for the next 
five years is the prediction being free- 
ly circulated by well informed auth- 
orities In thie part of the West, in 
view of recently announced railway 
construction programmes and devel- 
opment plans of the leading Western 
cities. The problem of housing the 
new population continues a serious 
one in view of the inrush. The ce- 
ment shortage, however, is not prov- 
ing a serious obstacle to building op- 
erations, and many new residences 
and stcre buildings are in course of 
construction, Recent oil, gas and 
clay developments in this section have 
begun to emphasise Calgary’s future 
as a manufacturing and _ industrial 
centre; although the possibilities for 
lucrative profits in real estate are not 
being overlooked, Sixteen million- 
aires sre now- numbered among Cal- 
gary's citizens, and the majority of 
the sixteen are said to have exten- 
sive land holdings, which are stead- 
ily increasing in value. 


Complete G.T.P. by 1914 


Vancouver.-— Collingwood Schrieb- 
er, of Ottawa, general consulting en- 
gineer of the Dominion government, 
and ch’‘ef government engineer of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, reach- 
ed here recently. The latter has 
just completed an inspection of the 
line as far as a point on the south 
fork of the Fraser river forty miles 
west of Railhead, at Tete Jaune

;of the hidden treasure and the pearl 
| Bive vs wholly another view of what 
is going on in this present age and of 


its consummation in spite of all the 
work of the ady ersary. Remembering 
what we said in a previous lesson con- 
cefning the explanation of a word or 
phrase holding good through the whole 
discourse, we now note the field of 
verse 44 and the explanation in verse 
38, “The field is the world.” The 
worg “treasure” takes us back to Ex. 
xix, 5 Israel His peculiar treasure, 
See also Ps. cxxxv, 4; Mal. lil, 17, 
Margin. Thus the law, the prophets 
and the Psalms enlighten us concern- 
ing the treasure, Since Israel's rejec: 
tion of Christ and her consequent scat- 
tering among all nations she has been 
@ treasure to no one but Himself, but 
to Him she is as the apple of His eye, 
and till sun, moon and stars cease to 
shine she shall not cease to be a na- 
tion before Him (Zech. i, 8; Jer. 
xxxi, 35-37), Who can this be who 
gives up all that He has in order, to 
buy the field? No one can buy the 
field but He who has the right to re- 
deem it, the true Boaz, the mighty 
man of wealth, who as evidence that 
He had purchased or redeemed the 
field wore the crown of thorns. 


The story of the pear! igs virtually 
the same except that the pear] is the 
church, as the treasure is Israel, 
Pearls come from the sea, and in Rev 
xvii, 16, it is written, “The waters 
which thou sawest are peoplés ard 
multitudes and nations and tongues.” 
In Eph.’ v, 27, the completed church 
is spoken of as a glorious church, noi 
having spot or wrinkle or any such 
thing, but holy and without blemish. 
In these words one cannot help see 
ing a perfect pearl without Spot or 
blemish or wrinkle. In this case, as 
in that of the treasure, the man gave 
up all that:he had to purchase it. Sal- 
vation, or eternal life, or the Son of 
God, in whom we have redemption 
is not obtained in that way, but as 
the free gift of God (Rom. iii, 24; v, 
1). Neither money nor good works 
can obtain eternal life. The cost of 
our redemption fell wholly upon Jesus 
Christ, and by His perfect life and 
death in our stead and resurrection, 
from the dead He has provided eter: 
nal redemption for all who will re 
ceive Him. We are saved, however 
at so great a price in order to become 
his disciples, and the cost of being a 
disciple falls wholly upon the believer 
for it is written, ““Whosoever he be of 
you that forsaketh not all that he 
hath he cannot be my disciple” (Luke: 
xiv, 38). Returning to the treasure 
and the pearl which He obtains by. 
giving up all that He had, “for ye 
know the grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that, though He was rich, yet 
for your sakes He became poor that 

¢ through His poverty might be 
rich” (II Cor. viii, 9), it is certainly 
true that whatever of value or pre- 
ciousness there will be in Israel or
